Jobs could go in council 
cost cutting partnership

JOBS are likely to be lost 
and council-owned 
buildings sold off if plans 
for three Dorset councils 
to join forces go ahead. 


The three authorities - 
West Dorset, Weymouth 
and Portland and North 
Dorset council believe 
they could save £6mil- 


lion between them by 

2020. 

Two of the councils, 
West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland, al¬ 
ready work together with 
some Weymouth staff 
currently in the process 
of moving to the district 


council’s South Walks 
House in Dorchester. 

A business case outlin¬ 
ing how the three author¬ 
ities could work together 
will be considered by 
councillors in a series of 
meetings this autumn. 

Under the plan, each 


council would remain in¬ 
dependent and equal and 
each would have its own 
councillors, who would 
continue to make local 
decisions about services. 
Each council would alo 
continue to set its own 
budget, council tax and 
maintain its separate 
identity and sovereignty. 

The creation of a tri¬ 
partnership would see a 


single work-force serving 
all three authorities. Of¬ 
fice accommodation and 
ICT systems would be 
streamlined and shared to 
increase efficiency. 

The partnership would 
serve more than 235,000 
people and cover more 
than half of Dorset.

■ SERENNA, what attracted you to come 
back to Dorset? 

My parents live here and I love being back. I have 
lived in Winterbourne Steepleton for six years 
now and spend a lot of time in Bridport. I love 
going to events at the Electric Palace and the arts 
centre and I am also a member of the Bridport 
Film Society and always go to the film and liter¬ 
ary festivals. I love the Saturday market and the 
many wonderful cafes and eating places. 

■ ALAN, I understand you led the creation 
of The Magdalen Project, an organic farm in 
Dorset, and you work in ways people can live 
organically, could you tell me more about 
that? 

I like creating practical innovations, I saw the 
benefits of town kids coming to an organic farm 
to learn both ecology and life skills. I feel very 
blessed by the superb people who gathered to 
help make this dream an ongoing reality. When I 
see problems, I like to find systematic solutions. 
Many people are stressed and unhappy in modern 
life, and the principles of organic growth can re¬ 
ally help people improve their wellbeing. I've 
learned to manage my own high stress levels, and 
learning from nature has been key to that. 

■ ARE either of you a part of any local or¬ 
ganisations or charities? 

SD: I work in many schools and also with The 
Dorset Child and Family Counselling Trust and 
West Dorset Family Therapy. I enjoy classical 
music and I am the nurse and health advisor in 
residency for the National Youth Orchestra of 
Great Britain. I have also trained in relationship 



healing and emotional intelligence with the world 
renowned Chuck Spezzano who created Psychol¬ 
ogy of Vision International (POV) and I promote 
POV workshops in Dorset. 

AH: I am one of the main professional advisors 
to Bridport Cohousing. I am also part of the Men 
Beyond 50 network, which links to my second 
book, published in 2013, “Out of the Woods: A 
guide to life for Men Beyond 50”. 

■ WHAT is the scariest or most exciting 
thing to happen to you? 

SD: I am frightened of snakes. I visited Steve 
Urwin's, Australia Zoo, which is a teaching Zoo, 
and I made myself touch a snake, but only on the 
third attempt! Eater on in India, I came back to 
my Kerala hut and found a big snake basking in 
the sun outside. I didn't freak out but later found 
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out it was one of the most poisonous snakes in 
India. 

AH: Being interviewed live on BBC Radio Two 
with an audience of six million people for the 
launch of my first book, “The Natural Advan¬ 
tage”. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the lot¬ 
tery? 

SD: I have never bought a lottery ticket, but if I 
did and won, I would open a centre for children, 
young people and families to help them cope with 
difficult and traumatic situations. 

AH: I would fund a major campaign across the 
UK to teach people life skills for resilience and 
local co-operation. 

■ WHAT are you currently working on now? 

We are working on a one day workshop on Per¬ 
sonal Resilience on October 20th from 2pm to 
5pm at the Chapel in the Garden, Bridport, 
named “Staying Happy in Changeable Times”. 
This event is part of the national “One World 
Week” and will offer people practical skills to 
handle life’s changes, find the gifts in the prob¬ 
lems and raise personal resilience. We are both 
interested in living sustainably, eating organi¬ 
cally, and supporting our community in whatever 
way we can.

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Campaign to save hospital lab 
services seeks MP's backing 


THE campaign to keep Dorchester’s 
pathology laboratory in the county 
town have pledged to keep up the pres¬ 
sure on hospital authorities. 

More than 10,000 people have now 
signed a petition to stop the service 
being privatised and most of its work 
being taken away from the hospital site 
in Dorchester. 

Members of the Dorset Health Cam¬ 
paign last week handed the petition to 
health authority chairman Dr Jeffrey 
Ellwood and this Monday, September 
22nd, will be holding a candle-lit vigil 
outside the hospital at 9pm. 

Sean Gray from the campaign said: 
“We are extremely concerned that the 
hospital management may not have lis¬ 
tened to what we the taxpayers are say¬ 
ing on our local NHS services. A 
petition with 10,000 signatures was 
handed to the last board meeting call¬ 
ing for a stop to the privatisation. 

“If we are to have ‘localism’ in our 
services, we feel that we the public 
ought to be listened to. We have nei¬ 
ther seen nor heard any comment in 
print or on any other media, in favour 
of this privatisation except from those 
involved with the Hospital Trust. So, it 
must be assumed that public support is 
on our side.” 

The Dorset Health Campaign be¬ 
lieves there are many flaws in the 
process of offering the bulk of the serv-

ice to tender. 

The final decision will be made at the 
board meeting in early October. 

On Monday the group used a pan¬ 
tomime horse outside the county hos¬ 
pital annual meeting to illustrate how 
private pathology services failed to 
pick up the horsemeat scandal and this 
Friday (September 19th) will be meet¬ 
ing with Oliver Letwin MP at his sur¬ 
gery in Beaminster and asking him to 
support the scrapping of the Health and 
Social Care Act. 

Local people are also being asked to 
write to Oliver Letwin MP at Chapel 
House, Dorchester Road, Maiden New¬ 
ton, Dorchester, Dorset DT2 OBG re¬ 
questing him to sign the petition to save 
the pathology lab. 

Campaigners say they understand that 
IPP, a private pathology lab based in 
Taunton, is the preferred bidder to test 
blood samples from Dorset. The health 
authority has neither confirmed, nor de¬ 
nied, that this is the case. 

A spokesman from the Dorset Health 
Campaign said: “The trust’s manage¬ 
ment must urgently confirm or deny 
whether IPP is the preferred bidder for 
pathology services in Dorset.. .We have

genuine and legitimate fears for the fu¬ 
ture of pathology services in Dorset if 
it is sold-off. The lab is currently a cen¬ 
tre of excellence particularly for cancer, 
and we all want to have confidence that 
tests are being done by the NHS not by 
a private company...” 

Campaigners will be asking the board 
to reconsider its decision not to let the 
existing lab at Dorchester County Hos¬ 
pital bid to take on the contract. 

In an open letter staff this week claim 
that the actions of the hospital manage¬ 


ment and board has damage d staff 
morale and has put them under per¬ 
sonal pressure. 

“We are a capable workforce commit¬ 
ted to the recognised need for our serv¬ 
ice to be flexible, innovative and 
adaptive to the needs of service users. 
We are confident that the DCH pathol¬ 
ogy services can sustain being publicly 
owned and publicly delivered,” it says. 

The letter also gives a detailed point- 
by-point response to arguments for pri¬ 
vatisation of the service. 


Council vow to deal with traffic issues urgently 


IT could be “back to the 
drawing board” for 
Dorchester’s town centre 
traffic scheme. 

Original proposals to 
get traffic out of the High 
Streets put forward by 
county council officers 
within the past 12 
months were rejected 
after a public consulta¬ 
tion and two packed 
Corn Exchange meet¬ 
ings. 

Since then work has 
been continuing on a new 
scheme which would re¬ 
lieve traffic while not af¬ 
fecting residential streets. 
It has been led by a panel 
of residents, councillors 
and council officials. 

But it now appears that 
the process has also 
ended up a cul-de-sac - 
with council officers 


concluding that the alter¬ 
native proposals are un¬ 
likely to win widespread 
public support. 

The group’s proposals 
included a one-way 
westbound system for 
Great Western Road and 
not diverting buses along 
Princes Street, as had 
originally been proposed. 

In the last 12 years 
more around £1 million 
has been spent on trying 
to solve the county 
town’s traffic problems - 
mainly in desk-top com¬ 
puter modelling exer¬ 
cises, drawing up plans, 
officer time and public 
consultations. 

Efforts are now likely 
to concentrate on im¬ 
proving traffic flows by 
making relatively minor 
changes to the phasing of 


lights, parking restric¬ 
tions, changing loading 
times, minor alterations 
to some junctions and 
improved signage. 

Further significant de¬ 
lays in coming to a con¬ 
clusion could mean that 
almost £6million put 
aside for Dorchester’s 
traffic relief could be lost 
to the county town al¬ 
though senior county 
councillors say they re¬ 
main committed to solv¬ 
ing the problems. 

The work was origi¬ 
nally prompted by the 
finding that pollution 
levels in both High East 
and High West streets 
were above EU levels - 
and could get worse. 
Several people at the 
public meetings sug¬ 
gested that simply chang¬ 


ing the phasing of the 
lights and further restrict¬ 
ing parking could solve 
the problem by reducing 
the amount of queued 
traffic. 

A county council report 
now concludes that the 
alternative proposals 
were almost as unlikely 
to be supported as the 
original scheme - which 
would have doubled traf¬ 
fic flows in Great West¬ 
ern Road and 
significantly increased 
levels in nearby streets: 
“The member-led work¬ 
ing group has concluded 
that although public op¬ 
position has reduced, the 
revised scheme is un¬ 
likely to have sufficient 
public support to be pro¬ 
gressed.” 

It will now be looked at 


again, as a priority, by the 
county council’s asset 
management group. 

County council leader, 
Councillor Spencer 
Flower, said he would 
ask the group to deal with 
the issue “with urgency”. 

Dorchester councillor 
Trevor Jones, who has 
been a key figure on the 
group working on the al¬ 


ternative plans, told 
county council cabinet 
members than after 12 
years and £1 million 
spent, the town so far had 
little to show for the ef¬ 
fort - but said he was 
heartened that the issue 
was to be treated as a pri¬ 
ority by the county and 
hoped, in the end for the 
positive result.

in “significant joint savings” as well as other bene¬ 
fits, but adds that the councils would be able to “ra¬ 
tionalise” their assets, which would eliminate waste 
and free-up capital. 

In a joint statement, North Dorset District Council 
(NDDC) Leader Deborah Croney, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council (WDDC) Leader Robert Gould and 
Mike Byatt, Weymouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil (WPBC) Briefholder for Corporate Affairs and 
Continuous Improvement, said: “Radical decisions 
are being considered because all three councils are 
ambitious to provide better value-for-money services 
and yet are facing very difficult financial situations. 

“Together the councils believe they could provide 
more flexible services at a reduced cost to the tax 


payer. These plans will be considered very carefully 
by each council before any decisions are taken.” 

Government funding to all three councils has been 
reduced by more than 50 per cent in the five years up 
to 2015/2016. Reductions are likely to continue even 
if there is a change in Government. 

The West Dorset District Council and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council shared services partnership 
has already saved £3million a year since the business 
case was drawn-up in 2010 - saving some £9million 
since its creation. Councillors will vote whether or 
not to commit to a three-way partnership at a meeting 
of their full council meetings - at West Dorset District 
Council on October 23rd, at North Dorset District 
Council on October 31st and at Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council on November 6th. 



Man falls from bridge 

A MAN in his 20s from Bridport has been treated 
in hospital after falling more than 20 feet from 
a Dorchester rail bridge. 

The incident happened in Darners Road on 
Wednesday, September 10th - with police clos¬ 
ing the road as paramedics treated him at the 
scene. 

A police spokesman said the incident hap¬ 
pened at about 1.30pm and added: "It is not be¬ 
lieved that anyone else was involved, however, 
the police are investigating the incident to as¬ 
certain exactly what happened. 

"The Great Western Road and Darners Road, at 
the junction with Williams Road, were closed to 
allow them to conduct their enquiries. 

"The roads were re-opened at 2.20pm. 

"A 26-year-old Bridport man sustained serious 
injuries in the fall and has been taken to Dorch¬ 
ester County Hospital." 

The victim, who was not named, suffered back 
and arm injuries.

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Meeting will discuss 
NHS services review 


WHAT form NHS services in 
Dorset should take for years to 
come is currently under review by 
the NHS Dorset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group. 

Patients and members of the 
public have a chance on Septem¬ 
ber 25 th to hear an outline of the 
process and ask questions. 

The two hour event at Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion Ocean Room will 
be chaired and moderated by an 
independent Weymouth patient, 
Weymouth and Portland Health 
Network chairman Michel 
Hooper-Immins, and Chairman of 
the Weymouth & Portland Health 
Network, the CCG’s local patient 
forum. 

He said: “Patients must be at the 
centre of everything the Dorset 
NHS undertakes and as a patient 
representative I am determined 
that the views of patients will be 
heard very loudly in this reconfig¬ 
uration of services. We don’t want 
cuts in NHS services. We need 
better organised services in local 
areas.” 

The Clinical Services Review is 
one of three topics at this public 
meeting which is open to South 
and West Dorset NHS patients in¬ 


cluding Bridport and Dorchester. 

One of the key questions will be 
how, with a growing population 
and financial constraints, does the 
local NHS continue to deliver 
high-quality services? The upcom¬ 
ing Clinical Services Review will 
consider this question and ensure 
the local healthcare community is 
able to continue to provide serv¬ 
ices that meet local requirements. 

In order to build a healthcare 
system for the future, NHS Dorset 
CCG is reviewing local services to 
see how these challenges can be 
solved. 

Project lead Jean Eksteen will 
outline the project on behalf of the 
CCG and answer questions from 
the audience. 

The controversial “Care .data 
project” will be explained by An¬ 
drew Chronias from NHS Eng¬ 
land. This is a national programme 
where information that healthcare 
people receive is shared between 
partners. The analysis is said to 
help improve care throughout the 
country. The presentation will up¬ 
date on the project so far, what is 
happening next and what safe¬ 
guards will be in place. 

Finally, Weymouth GP and CCG 


locality chairman Dr Karen 
Kirkham will talk about the “Bet¬ 
ter Together programme” where, 
by working in tandem, health and 
social care providers can provide 
better care for the frail elderly and 
people with multiple long term 
conditions in local communities. 

NHS Dorset CCG chairman Dr 
Forbes Watson said: “As a mem¬ 
ber based public organisation we 
are committed to keeping local 
people informed about our plans 
and ways they can help influence 
healthcare services that they or 
their families may use. 

“Every day we hear in the media 
about the NHS, be it positive, neg¬ 
ative and at times speculative, so 
we would encourage people to 
come and find out about these 
three high profile projects first 
hand and ask any questions that 
they may have.” 

Places for the event are limited. 
There is no charge and refresh¬ 
ments are provided from 1.30pm.

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Farmer jailed for breaching disease control rules 


A DORSET cattle farmer has been given 
a prison sentence following an investiga¬ 
tion into his failure to register his animals 
and ensure their movements could be 
traced as part of animal disease controls. 

Andrew Morris Newsam, aged 48 of 
Sydling Road, Cerne Abbas, was sen¬ 
tenced at Weymouth Magistrates Court, on 
September 11th, to 24 weeks imprison¬ 
ment. 

He pleaded guilty to breaching the Tu¬ 
berculosis (England) Order 2007, by not 
presenting an animal for testing, and to 
eight offences under the Cattle Identifica¬ 
tion Regulations 2007. These related to his 
failure to register the births and deaths of 
cattle on his farm. 

The prosecution was brought by Dorset 
County Council’s trading standards serv¬ 
ice after an investigation by its animal 
health officers. 


Assistance was also given by a veteri¬ 
nary officer for the Animal Health and 
Veterinary Laboratories Agency 
(AHVLA). 

Bovine Tuberculosis is a major health 
issue for British farming. The testing of 
cattle for Tuberculosis (TB) is one of the 
principle measures used to help control the 
spread of the disease by only allowing the 
movement of disease free animals. 

The offence Mr Newsam pleaded guilty 
to related to his failure to present a calf for 
testing by initially claiming it was too 
young to be tested. It was subsequently es¬ 
tablished that the calf was over the mini¬ 
mum age of 42 days and so should have 
been tested. 

The Cattle Identification Regulations 
2007 require farmers to comply with a 
range of measures including cattle regis¬ 
tration, identification and movement so 


that serious diseases in livestock, such as 
BSE and Foot and Mouth Disease, can be 
controlled and traced. 

The court was told that Mr Newsam had 
pleaded guilty to similar offences in May 
2013 and was given a suspended 20 week 
prison sentence. The magistrates told Mr 
Newsam that, as seven of the charges were 
of a like nature, they would invoke the 
suspended sentence and give an additional 
four weeks imprisonment for the remain¬ 
ing two charges. 

Neil Martin, a principal trading stan¬ 
dards officer with Dorset County Council, 
said: “Unfortunately TB is prevalent in 
Dorset and the effects on farmers can be 
devastating. Legal controls are in place to 
help prevent the spread of the disease and 
when farmers flout these rules, others’ 
livelihoods are put at risk. 

“It is also important that farmers register 


their animals with the national database so 
that food can be traced back to farms. 
Farmers are aware of these obligations and 
the vast majority do their utmost to com¬ 
ply.” 

The council’s cabinet member for com¬ 
munity services, Councillor Colin 
Jamieson, added: “Our officers are keen to 
support farmers where they can and the 
trading standards service provides advice 
and guidance for Dorset farmers and live¬ 
stock keepers on animal health and wel¬ 
fare requirements. They can be contacted 
on 01305 224475. 

“In the rare cases where a farmer or live¬ 
stock keeper continues to flout the law, I 
would urge officers to take legal action. 
This case clearly illustrates that ignoring 
the law which is in place to protect live¬ 
stock and the livelihood of the farming 
community, can result in a heavy penalty.” 


Facebook helps 
to fight crime 

TWO bicycles have been stolen from 
Dorchester town centre. 

The first was a red and grey coloured 
Giant Mountain bike taken from 
Church Street in the early hours of 
Tuesday, September 2nd. 

The second was another mountain 
bike stolen between 9am and 10am 
on Thursday, September 4th from 
South Street. Dorchester police circu¬ 
lated this crime on their Facebook 
page and the bike was recovered by 
an observant member of the public a 
short time later in Fordington. 

Police say people should use a good 
quality lock and to attach the bike to 
an immovable object. 

Concerns over 
school plans 

DORCFIESTER Town Councillors have 
added their voice to concerns about a 
new school at Poundbury. 

The 600-place school, which will in¬ 
clude a community church building 
on the same site, has been designed 
as a replacement for Darners Road 
First School. 

Planning committee members 
echoed public comments about the 
likely impact of traffic at the site - 
which is close to the Dorset Cereals 
factory. There are fears that many par¬ 
ents will now have to drive their chil¬ 
dren to school as the site is more than 
a mile from the existing catchment 
area of the existing Darners School. 

Town councillors say they are also 
concerned that the hall on the site 
should be "fully available for commu¬ 
nity use".

Former carer launches 
a new support group 


A NEW support group for carers whose loved-one has 
had to go into a care home has been launched in 
Dorchester. 

The new initiative, “Carers Moving Forward” is 
headed up by Enid Evans, whose husband Bill is now 
in a care home. 

The launch was hosted at Dorchester Day Centre, 
and the Lord Lieutenant of Dorset, Angus Campbell, 
and the Mayor of Dorcester, Peter Mann, was among 
invited guests and dignitaries. 

Having cared for Bill for more than 13 years, Enid 
felt overwhelmingly sad when it was finally agreed 
that Bill would move from hospital to a residential 
home. 

Through her own experiences she became con¬ 
vinced that there needed to be more information and 
support for carers facing similar circumstances. 

Enid said: “When you are a carer, there an enormous 
amount of support on offer, and if you are bereaved, 
there are organisations that can help. 

“But for people whose caring responsibilities come 
to an abrupt end, it is different. You feel this terrible 
sense of abandonment and overwhelming sense of 
loss.” 

The initiative has been met with a seal of approval 
from Dorset County Council, who together with NHS 
Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group, provided 
funding to get the project off the ground. Care South 
also supported the new initiative. 

The first meeting will take place this Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 18th, 10am - 12pm at the Acland Road Day 
Centre in Dorchester. Future meetings will be held 
every third Thursday in the month. 

Enid added: “The group will provide friendship and 
support and there will be a programme of social ac¬ 
tivities as well as visiting speakers. Anyone over 55 
who have found their caring role coming to an end is 
welcome. 

“The response to the new initiative has been very 
good and has made me feel it’s all worthwhile. Once 
the group in Dorchester is established I plan to set up 
similar support groups in Bridport, Weymouth, Poole 
and Bournemouth.”

Councillor Jill Haynes, Cabinet member for adult 
social care at Dorset County Council, said: “One in 
three of us will become a carer at some point in our 
lives, providing unpaid care to someone we know 
who is ill, frail or disabled.

Success for sun 


safety campaign 


AROUND 2,000 people sought sun 
safety advice from local healthcare 
partners during a recent campaign. 

The Safer Sun campaign, which ran 
during August and into early Septem¬ 
ber, saw NHS Dorset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group working with 
dermatologists from Dorset County 
Hospital to offer advice on how to 
enjoy the sun safely and get any moles 
checked that were causing concern. 

Many GPs also took the opportunity 
to work alongside dermatologists to en¬ 
able them to recognise early signs in 
patients they see in their practices. 

During the sessions, which took place 
in Weymouth and at the Melplash and 
Dorset County Shows, around 400 peo¬ 
ple asked for advice on their moles 
with around one quarter being advised 
to see their GP for onward referral to a 
secondary care specialist. 

Every person who attended for a mole 
check was asked to complete an evalu¬ 
ation form and feedback from those 
who came along has been very positive. 

Celia Canter is Locality Lead for 


Weymouth and Portland with NHS 
Dorset CCG. She said: “This is the sec¬ 
ond year we have run the Safer Sun 
campaign and we are thrilled that so 
many people came along to see us for 
advice. 

“This kind of opportunistic interven¬ 
tion captures the interest of people who 
may not normally go and see their GP 
for what they think is a small problem. 

“The dermatologists were able to re¬ 
assure many people that their moles 
were harmless, some were advised to 
watch for any changes and to see their 
GP if a change occurred, and a number 
were advised to see their GP for referral 
to the dermatology department for fur¬ 
ther specialist investigation - picking 
up these early signs could mean that 
lives have been saved. 

“The fact that this campaign was such 
a success is down to close working be¬ 
tween the organisations, coupled with 
members of the local healthcare com¬ 
munity and Weldmar who kindly gave 
their time voluntarily to help spread a 
very important message.”

New assistant chief executive's vision for Dorset 


Noisy gulls causing 
hospital headache 


A NEW senior officer has been appointed to help lead 
major changes to the running of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil. 

Patrick Ellis, 44, has been appointed as the council’s 
new assistant chief executive, and will take up the 
post in January. He will help to implement the wide- 
ranging “Forward Together” change programme and 
re-shape how the council delivers services. 

Patrick is currently head of business improvement 
at West Sussex County Council, where he has had a 
number of different roles since joining in 1998. 

These include assistant chief executive, when he 
was responsible for special projects and policy devel¬ 
opment with councillors, and head of supported hous¬ 
ing, where he focused on helping vulnerable people 
to live independently in the community. 

He spent four years as head of customer services and 
encouraged people to use new online channels, in¬ 
creasing web hits by 150 per cent and reducing phone 
calls by 30 per cent. 

Most recently he has worked on the council’s trans¬ 
formation programme, and will use this expertise and 
experience to help Dorset County Council maintain 
and develop services in the face of mounting financial 
pressures.

in coming years. 

“Patrick brings a wealth of experience in numerous 
different services and in major change programmes, 
and I know he will be a real asset in bringing together 
my office and the Corporate Resources directorate, as 
well as supporting the council as a whole.” 


PEOPLE living near Dorset County Hospital say they 
are hopeful that the nuisance of seagulls will be tack¬ 
led by the Hospital and West Dorset District Council. 

It comes Dorchester councillor Trevor Jones met 
with officials from the hospital and the council fol¬ 
lowing numerous complaints about the gulls. 

The gull colony, nesting at the hospital, has been the 
source of noise and mess for those living near the 
building and for patients and staff at the hospital. 

Neighbours have complained of 4am wake-up calls 
from the noisy gulls, attacks on fishponds and gulls 
ripping open rubbish bags as well as mess from the 
gulls themselves. 

A petition was presented earlier in the year calling 
for action. 

The meeting with residents and Councillor Jones 
was attended by the hospital estates manager Patrick 
Rimmer and West Dorset District Council’s commu¬ 
nity protection manager, Graham Duggan. 

“We were pleased to find that the hospital has ac¬ 
knowledged that there is a gull problem, and that the 


hospital is exploring more effective and cost effective 
ways forward to control the gulls. 

“Everyone has agreed that a multi-faceted approach 
is needed, as no one method will remove or deter the 
gulls. 

“Mr Rimmer and Mr Duggan agreed that the hos¬ 
pital and council will work together on all fronts to 
try and tackle the problem,” said a statement from the 
residents group. 

Plans on how to tackle the problem will be outlined 
before the next gull breeding season in spring 2015. 

Part of the solution may include the council provid¬ 
ing gull-proof rubbish bags to residents who are un¬ 
able to use wheelie bins. 

Residents are also asking that a telescopic crane be 
used to remove nests ahead of the breeding season. 

“Everyone can help in this by not feeding the gulls, 
both in the town and at the hospital, not leaving rub¬ 
bish lying around, and making sure that wheelie bins 
are firmly closed so the gulls can’t get at any food 
waste,” said the residents statement. 


Help shape the future of children's music services 


THE arts development team at 
Dorset County Council is calling 
for music teachers in the commu¬ 
nity to take part in a large scale 
survey to open up opportunities 
for more children and young 
people across Dorset. 

The survey seeks to identify 
new ways to support people in¬ 
volved in music related activities 
and help them encourage more 
children and young people to 
take part in their spare time. 


The county council is working 
with SoundStorm, the Music Ed¬ 
ucation Development Agency in 
the Dorset region, and is building 
on research already completed. 

The partnership is particularly 
interested in finding out which 
areas offer few opportunities for 
musical activities in the commu¬ 
nity. 

They also want to explore what 
training would be really helpful 
for teachers, particularly for 


those wanting to work with chil¬ 
dren in challenging circum¬ 
stances. 

Anyone involved in organising 
musical activities in the commu¬ 
nity are invited to complete an 
online questionnaire, and all 
completed surveys returned by 
September 24th will be entered 
into a draw to win a £150 
voucher for Absolute Music.

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Council consult on potential gypsy sites 


A CONSULTATION session on possible fu¬ 
ture gypsy and traveller sites in Dorset will 
be held in Dorchester and Weymouth. 

The sites include the redundant army 
camp at Piddlehinton and the redundant 
army base at Chickerell. 

The proposals can been seen this Thurs¬ 
day, September 18th, between 5.30 and 8pm 
at South Walks House in Dorchester, at the 
same site on Wednesday, October 1st be¬ 
tween 11am and 2pm and at The Victory 
Hall, Putton Lane, Chickerell from 4.30pm 
to 7pm on the same day. 

West Dorset District Council is working 
with North Dorset and East Dorset District 


Councils to produce a document which will 
allocate permanent and transit sites for gyp¬ 
sies and travellers to meet Dorset’s needs 
until 2028. 

The Dorset-wide Gypsy, Traveller and 
Travelling Show people Site Allocation 
Joint Development Document will deal with 
the provision of sites for gypsies and trav¬ 
ellers across Dorset. 

Having enough permanent and transit sites 
helps the police use special powers to move 
travellers who camp illegally on private or 
public land. 

The councils say that although they have 
worked closely with consultants, they have 


made no decision on the site options in¬ 
cluded in the original consultation or those 
included in the current one. 

The consultation on all the additional sites 
put forward for further consideration will 
run until Friday, October 24th.

Plan to improve skills 
and boost prosperity 


A PLAN has been drawn up to im¬ 
prove the skills of people in West 
Dorset, Weymouth and Portland. 

The plan includes increasing on¬ 
line training, extending appren¬ 
ticeship schemes and arranging 
more student workshops at local 
businesses. 

The Workforce Skills Plan 2014- 
2017 has been drawn-up by Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough 
Council and West Dorset District 
Council to help boost economic 
prosperity. 

The plan aims to improve the 
skills of people who are in work, 
those who are currently unem¬ 
ployed and young people who 
will be entering the workforce in 
the future. 

Ray Nowak, Economic Develop¬ 
ment Brief Holder for Weymouth 
& Portland Borough Council, said: 
"Working to improve our local 
economy and boosting prosper¬ 
ity in our borough is a top priority. 
This plan sets out how we can do 
this by finding new ways of im¬ 
proving the skills of our local 
workforce." 

The councils have been working 
with the Employment and Skills 


Board, as part of the Dorset Local 
Enterprise Partnership and with 
Dorset colleges, schools and 
other training providers to set out 
how to improve training opportu¬ 
nities. 

The plan will also involve im¬ 
proving the Careers College, 
partly by providing better online 
information. The college is an in¬ 
dependently funded event which 
offers more than 60 workshops, 
some in trades like building or 
plumbing, to 2,500 year nine and 
ten students (13 to 15-year-olds). 

Increasing the number of ap¬ 
prenticeships helps improve the 
skills of the local workforce and 
also encourages skilled people to 
stay in the area, as research shows 
about 70 per cent of apprentices 
remain with the employer that 
trained them. 

Analysis of the local job market, 
economy, employment figures 
and deprivation levels were car¬ 
ried out before the Workforce 
Skills Plan was drawn-up.

DORSET Police is saying goodbye to 
one of its most well-known dogs who 
is retiring following a successful eight- 
and-a-half year canine career. 

The popular German Shepherd pup 
joined Dorset Police in 2006 at just 
eight weeks old and became an instant 
hit with the community. 

A competition was launched by the 
force inviting residents to choose a 
suitable name for the dog, who was the 
youngest of six puppies brought into 
Dorset Police under a puppy walking 
scheme. 

He was named Echo and made ap¬ 
pearances at various events across 
Dorset. 

At the age of 11 months, Echo was 
teamed up with dog handler Police 
Constable Steve Budd and successfully 
underwent his police dog training to 
become one of the force’s general pur¬ 
pose dogs. 

For operational reasons his name was 
changed to Tango. 

Police Constable Steve Budd said: 
“Tango was a really small cuddly fluffy 
pup. He was a complete softie and had 
become a little over-socialised. There 
were concerns he wasn’t up to being a 


police dog but he successfully went 
through his training which was a real 
achievement. 

“He has had a great career and has 
looked after me for the last eight years 
in some tricky situations. 

“He has tracked offenders across 
heathland and made street bites look¬ 
ing after me and my colleagues. He’s 
tracked stolen goods and found a miss¬ 
ing person near the cliffs at Portland at 
night. We also received a Divisional 
Commander’s Commendation for tack¬ 
ling a drunken violent man on Portland 
who was armed with a knife. 

“The pinnacle of Tango’s career was 
when he appeared in Hello magazine 
after being pictured taking part in a dog 
display with Martin Clunes who was 
bravely wearing the sleeve!” 

“Now Tango is huge - he weights 
42kg and is settling into life as a pet 
and getting to know my new police dog 
Xena.” 

Dorset Police’s general purpose dogs 
are called to attend a range of incidents 
around the county, from helping to 
search for offenders and missing peo¬ 
ple to dealing with public order inci¬ 
dents.

More open-top driving pleasure with an 
added dash of style 

The BMW 2 Series Convertible is longer (by 
72mm) and wider (by 26mm) than the 
model it replaces, and has a wheelbase 
which has been elongated by 30mm. These 
increases have been put to good use to en¬ 
hance passenger access and space, increase 
driving enjoyment with the roof down and 
change the proportions so that BMW's latest 
compact convertible looks even more styl¬ 
ish.

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World top five 
finish for Priest 

WEYMOUTH College 
sports lecturer Tom Priest 
recorded a fifth-place finish 
at the Aquathlon World 
Championships in Edmon¬ 
ton, Canada, last month. 

Priest (27), completed the 
course in 30 min 44 secs, 
shaving four and a half min¬ 
utes off his medal winning 
time that won him a place on 
the GB Squad for Canada, 
when he finished third at the 
European Championships in 
May. 

Aquathlon is a dual-disci¬ 
pline race consisting of a 
750 metre open-water swim 
followed by a 5,000 metre 
run. It is not yet an Olympic 
sport, and as such is self- 
funded; even those selected 
for the Great Britain squad, 
like Priest, are expected to 
pay for their own travel and 
accommodation. 

He was less than a minute 
outside the medal times and 
finished as the fastest of 
three Britons in his age- 
group. 

During the race Priest 
recorded his fastest-ever 
swim on the kilometre-long 
open-water section of the 
course. 

The result in Edmonton 
capped almost 12 months of 
hard work. In October he 
headed out to Canada for an 
exhausting training regime 
that he had to balance with 
the demands of work at Wey¬ 
mouth College. 

Nevertheless, he has en¬ 
joyed the full support of col¬ 
lege staff and students, and 
principal Liz Myles, who 
said: “Being fifth in the 
world is a great achieve¬ 
ment, and I’m sure it will in¬ 
spire our students.’’ 

He now automatically 
qualifies for the European 
and World Championship 
events again in 2015, and 
with the Aquathlon under his 
belt, says his next target will 
be the sprint triathlon. 

“I aim to qualify for the 
2016 World Championships 
in both Aquathlon and 
Triathlon.”

Magpies fail to make it a 
night to remember for Alex

THE tragic news of the death of Alex Legge ear¬ 
lier in the day made it difficult for the players 
and management of Dorchester Town to con¬ 
centrate on the game in hand last Tuesday. 

The 38-year old's sudden passing left every¬ 
one in the club stunned, but it was decided that 
the game should be played, and hard as they 
tried, the Magpies could not leave their own 
tribute to their kitman by winning in his mem¬ 
ory as an experienced Truro City edged them 
out. 

Caretaker manager Stuart Heath played all 
the cards he could to stop a run of five games 
without a win, naming Ben Joyce in the starting 
line-up and Nick Crittenden as a substitute de¬ 
spite neither being fully fit following hamstring 
injuries. 

He admitted it was a gamble he had to take: 
"We had three or four out there that weren't 
fully fit but we felt it was worth the gamble. 

"We certainly gave a better performance than 
we did on Saturday (at Banbury), but again we 
fell short and weren't quite good enough. 

"That has been the story of our season really. 


We're just missing a little bit of quality at certain 
times in certain areas during the game, espe¬ 
cially in our attacking play. We just haven't got 
the resources at the moment to bring people 
in." 

"We're playing with a small squad at the mo¬ 
ment, and a less than fully fit squad and I think 
that shows, but the players tried their best. 
That's all I asked of them and that's all I ever ask 
of them." 

minutes silence 

An impeccably observed minutes silence was 
held before the game, whilst during the match 
the crowd showed their affection for the popu¬ 
lar kitman by chants of "there's only one Alex 
Legge". 

Truro weren't put off by the 3!6 hour journey 
by attacking from the start, and Isaac Vassell cut 
in and fired over inside three minutes. 

Former Magpie Aaran Pugh then gave his 
team mates a fright by narrowly heading Dan 
Cann's long throw over his own crossbar two 
minutes later, before Ben Watson, another 
player who graced The Avenue, beat Alan 
Walker-Harris to the ball only for his shot to 
strike a post midway through the half. 


Although the Cornishmen were the more 
dominant, Dorchester went close in added time 
when Dan Smith laid the ball into Cann whose 
shot was deflected for a corner. 

Another long Cann throw caused problems in 
the visiting defence just 52 seconds into the 
second half but Sam Lanahan's volley from 
point blank range was superbly deflected over 
the bar by keeper Kyle Moore. 

The deadlock was broken on 71 minutes 
when Craig Duff with a superb run that the 
Magpies failed to track, was on hand to head 
home former Premiership striker Barry Hayles 
cross from the right. 

The dismissal of Jake Smeeton for a second 
yellow card, perhaps a bit harshly, saw Dorch¬ 
ester reduced to ten men eight minutes from 
time. 

Hayles was unlucky not to have scored when 
he beat Walker-Harris to a poor back pass but 
his header struck the post, and Callum Buckley 
denied his follow up with a superb blocking 
tackle. 

However, in the 89th minute Cody Cooke 
sealed the points with a mishit shot that bob- 
bled several times deceiving Walker-Harris. 


The Magpies did pull a goal back three min¬ 
utes into added time when Moore fumbled Crit¬ 
tenden's corner and the ball went in off the 
keeper's foot. 

In his own tribute to Alex Legge, an emotional 
Heath said after the game: "He will never be for¬ 
gotten. It's been a tough day for everybody in¬ 
volved at the club," and our thoughts at the 
moment are fully with Alex's family. 

"He wasn't just a kitman, he was a friend to a 
lot of us, and one of those rare human beings 
that everybody who came into contact with 
him had good words to say about him. 

"It was devastating news when we heard it - 
when things like that happen to someone as 
like Alex, life doesn't seem fair." 

He added: "You can't replace someone like 
that; he was just an honest, loyal, hard-working, 
popular man. I don't think I've ever met some¬ 
one like that. 

"Everyone knows Stacey (Legge's dad) at the 
club, and he should be very proud of his son. 

"What a legacy he has left, even at such a ter¬ 
ribly young age. He will never be forgotten at 
this football club, that's for sure."
